RESOLUTION DIRECTING COUNTY MAYOR OR MAYOR’S
DESIGNEE TO CONDUCT A STUDY OF THE TRAFFIC
IMPACTS OF CERTAIN TYPES OF PEDESTRIAN ORIENTED
MIXED-USE DEVELOPMENTS AND WHETHER THE ROAD
IMPACT FEE SHOULD BE MODIFIED FOR FUTURE
PEDESTRIAN ORIENTED MIXED-USE DEVELOPMENTS TO
ACCOUNT FOR INTERNAL TRIPS AND INCLUDE
RECOMMENDATIONS ON MODIFYING THE ROAD IMPACT
FEE IN A REPORT TO THE BOARD
WHEREAS, Miami-Dade County Comprehensive Plan encourages pedestrian oriented
mixed-use development to, among other things, reduce overall traffic impacts; .and
WHEREAS, the traditional approach for assessing the impact fee has been to apportion
mixed-use development for determining the Road Impact Fee by separately considering each use
within a mixed-use development; and
WHEREAS, calculating the Road Impact Fee by separately considering each use within
a mixed-use development may not properly account for internal | trips for certain types of
pedestrian oriented mixed-use developments; and
WHEREAS, the Road Impact Fee Schedule (Section 33E-8, of the Code of Miami-Dade
County) does not include separate consideration of pedestrian orientated mixed-use
developments; and
WHEREAS, a study is needed to determine whether it is appropriate to modify the Road

Impact Fee to provide in the Road Impact Fee Schedule a separate calculation of the impact fee

for certain types of pedestrian oriented mixed-use developments,

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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Section 1. The foregoing recitals are incorporated in this resolution and are approved.

Section 2. This Board directs the County Mayor or Mayor’s designee to study the
traffic impacts associated with pedestrian oriented mixed-use developments, and whether the
Road Impact Fee should be modified to separately consider this type of use.

Section 3. The County Mayor shall submit and present the report to this Board within
one-hunared eighty (180) days from the effective date of this resolution.
